Throughout the whole of it, from Moses, down 
to the end of al! the Prophets, ample testimony 
is borne to our Prophet, who was greater than 
all others—Jesus Christ; whom, in your lan- 
guage, you call Noby Xisai; but with whom 
you are yet unacquainted. After dying like all 
the other Prophets, he alone arose from the 
dead: whereas Mahomet, in whom you trust, 
never ascended from the grave, and therefore 
you cannot expect any assistance from him; 
from the Prophet, however, whom we worship, 
we expect salvation ; because all power is giv- 
en to Him in heaven wad earth, according to 
the good pleasure of God.”

On the subject of sac- 
riiices, which the Mahomedans place much de- 
pendance upon, we pointed out to him how 
Christ our Saviour, by one sacrifice, has per- 
fected all those who are sanctified: this we 
confirmed by various passages out of the New 
Testament; as, ‘‘ Behold the Lamb of God, 
thattaketh away the sin of the world!” “ As 
Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness,” 
&c. and “JT amthe Way, the Truth, and the 
Life : no man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me.” It was evident that these testimonies 
came powerfully home to his heart: and, in-

Bishop Chase from Ohio, stated on Monday 
evening last, at the anniversary of the Penn- 
eylvania Society for the discouraging the use of 
ardent spirits, that the doctrine of total absti- 
nence was becoming a common opinion in the 
region to which he belongs. Rev. Dr. Cox, 
from the city of New York, on the’ same occa- 
sion stated many interesting facts in relation 
to the increasing desuetude of the pernicious 
custom of temperate indulgence. He said that 


the plea for using spirits on the presump- 
tion that it strengthened men for labori- 


ous employment was very absurd, inasmuch 
as if that were the case, our oxen, and 
horses, which are doomed to such severe 
toil, should have their strength braced with ar- 
dent spirits. But said he, **The beasts will 
not taste it ; and it is therefore a calumny up- 
on them to say that drunkenness is a beastly 
practice.’—C. Star.

TEMPERANCE IN TOLLAND COUNTY. 
In pursuance of measures taken at a meeting 

of retailers in the county of Tolland, held at 
Col. Smith's in Tolland, in March last, and at 
the recommendation and request of the confer- 
ence of churckes held at Vernon on the first of 
April, 1829, a large and respectable number of 
citizens, from different towns in the county, as- 
sembled at the meeting-house in Tolland, on 
the 25th day of May last, for the purpose of 
forming # county society. ‘The meeting was 
opened at 10 o'clock A. M. with prayer by the 


Rev. Mr. Hewit, and organized by choosing 
Jonathan Barnes, Esq. Moderator, and Miner 


Grant and Ehsha Stearns, Esquires, Scribes. 
Most of the churches in the county were re- 
presented by pastors and delegates. Delega- 
tions were also present from the Tolland Coun- 
ty Medical Society, from the Somers Tempe- 
rate Society, and from a society of the like kind 
furmed from the towns of Mansfield and Co- 
ventry. After voting that it was expedient to 
organize a County Society, and having had laid 
before them a constitution prepared by a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, the meeting 
proceeded to take up the constitution article by 
article.

Grey headed men, 
bowed by age and infirmity, rose up and bore 
testimony to the benefits they had derived from 
entire abstinence; and men who have been, 
and are accustomed to toil beneath a summer's 
sun. told how well, and indeed how much bet- 
ter they had accomplished their labor without 
the use of ardent spirits, and added their expe- 
rience to prove their utter inability to sustain 
and comfort them under the heat and fatigue of 
their summer’s work. ‘The meeting with great 
unanimity adopted the constitution, and chose

THE SIN OF MENTAL LYING. 

Of all the sins of men, lying is counted one 
of the meanest, as it is perhaps more than any | 
other, inconsistent with that nobleness of soul, | 
which belongs to man as an intelligént, social, 
and moral being. 

But of the hidden iniquities of the human | 


heart, there is nothing more common than that | 
of mental lying ; which is in a peculiar sense 
lying unto God as well as unto men. a 

The sad story of Annanias and Saphira, ts 
an awful instance of this sort of lying. 

After our Lord had risen from the dead, and | 
the great fact of his resurrection had been es-| 
tablished beyond contradiction—and after the. 
descent of the Holy Spirit on the day of Pen- 
tecost, in a form almost visible, such was the 
preaching of the Apostles together with the 
miracles and wonders which they wrought be- 
fore the people, that thousands were convicted 
and converted to the faith. In the midst of 
this deep attention and engagedness of the’ 
whole multitude, were Annanias and Sapphira_ 
his wife ; who, as many others had done, sold | 
their lands, and brought the avails to the sup- | 
port of the church. But instead of doing this 
from any good motives, they had even fraudu- | 
lently kept back part of the price of the land, 
under the pretence of giving the whole to the | 
Lord. It was on this account that St. Peter’ 
charges them with lying not unto men but unto 
God. 

They were, as he tells them, under no com- 
pulsion to sell the land, nor after they had sold, 
it, to give the whole of it to the church; but 
they must not pretend to doall this before God 
and before men, and then not do it. For it 
was calling upon God to witness a fraud and 
falsehood which might have been concealed | 
from men; but which the Lord would not en- 
dure. 

Now although there are few instances so fla- 
grant as this, or punished in such a signal man- 
ner; yet have we not reason to fear that there 
is very much of this in the world—even in the 
Christian world? It will be well, therefore, 
while we teach our children and servants, the 
baseness and wickedness of the sin of lying, to 
point them to the awful difference which there 
is between that of lying unto men, and lying 
unto God.

SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
In August and September last, Mr. Bishop made 
a tour through some destitute parts of Hawaii, 
where a missionary seldom goes, but where natives, 
instructed by the missionaries, had established nu- 
merous schools. His object was to inspect these 
schools, and give such instruction to the inquiring 
natives as time and opportunity would allow. We 
give the following as a specimen of bis journal.—

i have spent the whole of this evening until 
eleven o'clock, in conversing with those seri- 
ous persons who have come to me for religious 
instruction. Pleasantly indeed have the hours 
passed away. More than twenty individuals 
have expressed to me a conviction of their sin- 
fulness and their desire to obtain salvation 
through Jesus. Three of them are headmen. 
Kauhikoa came and seated himself before me, 
and began by saying ‘‘I have come up to you 
to hear a word of good for my soul. I am in 
great fear on account of the many sins I have 
committed.

| Destructive Hail Sterm.—We have never witness 

|ed a more furious and destructive storm of baat, 
| wind and rain, than the one by which Tuscaloosa 
| was visited last Saturday evening. Night had not 
come on, and yet it was impossible to see across the 
street. It may be truly said, * the wind roared and 
the torrents tumbled from the bills... The hail 
| stones were not so large as some we have heard de- 
scribed; but the quantity that fell in twenty minutes 
is unprecedented. The ground was covered with 
| hailin an average depth of four inches, and in places 
it was drified together in large bodies, from seven 
to nine feet deep. It came first from the north, but 
veered round with great rapidity to the east and 
south, destroying every thing before it. On the 
| north side of Mr. Ewing's tavern, not a pane of 
glass, nor even a piece as large as a dollar, was left 
in the sash; the damage done to the south-eastern 
part of the building was little less. Mr. Ewing's 
loss, however, was not more complete than that of 
his ueighbors. All tender vegetation within the 
range o! the storm was destroyed. The forest is 
disrobed of its verdure, and the ground is as thickly 
covered with green leaves, as in autumn it is with 
the yellow. The trees of the orchard have lost 
their fruit, their leaves and even their smaller 
boughs. In the fields and gardens, every thing that 
had peeped above the surface has been beaten into 
the earth. The injury to wheat crops, &c. is irre- 
parable. — Tuscaloosa paper, May 9.

“The apostie’s knowledge of Jesus Christ, 
- personal, that is, it was a knowledge of 
Christ himself, and centred in himself; not 
merely an acquaintance with his religion. 
Many people imagine, that to know something 
about the Christian religion, to be able to ex- 
plain it, and ready to recommend it, is equiva 
lent with knowing Christ himself. Whence- 
soever they imbibed such a notion, it was not 
from their bible. This makes a very broad 
difference between the knowledge of Jeses 
Christ, and every other sort of know! ~ ge ; 
and the Scripture does not deal in vain distinc- 
tions. ‘The knowledge and the love which ac- 
company salvation, go together, and are coup- 
led by the Scripture to the person of the Sa- 
viour.

The Greek Committee believe that the 
cause of common school education, needs no 
advocate in this enlighted nation. ‘The mise- 
ries of the southern half ofour own continent 
have been prolonged by the want of good com- 
mon schools. It will be universally admitted, 
that the deep sympathy excited in these United 
States, in behalf of Greece, cannot expend it- 
self better than in efforts to diffuse there our 
rich stock of common knowledge. Knowl- 
edge and morals constitute a fund of individu- 
al and national worth, which may accumulate 
from generation to generation. By a recent 
survey, known to this committee, the common 
schools of Greece are found to bein that de- 
graded state, which might be anticipated from 


her long subjugation, and the wars attending | 


her late revolution. 
that soil have been greeted with the warmest 
gratitude ; and the parents who fed their chil 
dren with our bread last year, will rejoice to 
have them enriched withthe intelligence of a 
country, whose philanthropy is its glory. Al- 
ready the government of Greece has applaud- 
ed the first attempt to improve their Common 
Schools, and lends the most favourable coun- 
tenance to our countrymen embarked in the en- 
terprise. If ten or twelve thousand dollars 
can be collected here annually, for a few years, 
the present plan will be crowned with complete 
success, 

Two learned Greok profoccore, alroady pos- 
sessed of the confidence of their countrymen, 
united with several men from the United States, 
competent to instruct in our best colleges, and 
acquainted with all the r@cent improvements in 
science and education, can at once open in 
Greece a Seminary for schoolmasters ; and, as 
the result, other institutions will be formed, 
which will diffuse and perpetuate their bless- 
ings, so extensively with the Greek language.
